Ambulances 

The  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  maintain  a  twenty- four  hour  cover  for 
the  whole  district,  under  delegated  powers  from  the  Local  County  Health 
Authority. 

Welfare  Foods 

Welfare  foods  are  distributed  to  members  of  the  general  public  by  the 
Women’s  Voluntary  Services. 

Mass  Radiography  Unit 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  Meldon  Quarry  in  November  and  a 
total  of  eighty-seven  persons  were  examined.  One  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuber¬ 
culosis  was  recorded  by  the  Unit,  but  further  enquiries  confirmed  that  the 
patient  was  already  known  to  the  Chest  Physician. 

A  visit  was  also  made  to  Hatherleigh  where  no  newly  discovered  cases  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  recorded  among  the  two  hundred  and  sixty-five 
persons  who  attended  for  examination.

SECTION  “C” 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 

Water  Supply 

Mr.  Young,  of  the  North  Devon  Water  Board,  has  supplied  the  following 
information  on  his  Board’s  progress  during  the  year: 

“The  water  for  this  area  is  obtained  from  the  Board’s  intake  on  the  West 
Ockment  River  with  treatment  at  the  Prewley  Works.  Water  is  also 
obtained  from  underground  sources  at  Taw  Marsh  with  treatment  at 
Belstone  Works. 

Work  was  completed  on  the  main  extensions  from  Castle  Cross  to  Eworthy, 
Germansweek  and  Grinacombe  Cross  with  an  extension  to  Southweek  and 
Witherdon.  The  main  extension  to  Stone  Cross,  Sandy  Park,  Easton  Cross 
and  Chagford  was  also  completed  during  the  year  and  the  relaying  of  the 
services  at  Dennis  Park  Estate  was  carried  out,  which  has  resulted  in  a  big 
improvement  in  supplies  to  these  houses. 

The  main  extension  from  Cowsen  Down  to  Thorndon  Cross  and  Folly 
Gate  was  also  completed  during  the  year  and  this  has  resulted  in  an 
improvement  in  the  pressure  at  Folly  Gate. 

The  sinking  of  a  further  well  at  Taw  Marsh  has  been  completed  making 
a  total  of  nine  now  in  supply  and  the  aeration  tank  has  also  been  finished. 
These  works  mark  the  end  of  the  development  of  the  Taw  Marsh  Scheme. 

Satisfactory  samples  have  been  obtained  throughout  the  year  and 
supplies  have  been  maintained  at  all  times.’’

When  considering  applications  for  Improvement  Grants  under  the  Housing 
Act,  the  Council  made  a  condition  that  the  water  supply  of  each  property,  not 
on  Public  Mains,  was  to  be  proved  bacteriologically  sound  by  the  Public 
Health  Department  before  applications  could  be  proceeded  with.  In  this 
connection  twelve  samples  were  obtained  from  eight  properties  and  of  these 
nine  passed  and  three  failed.  Of  the  failures,  one  supply  was  made  fit  after 
advice  and  resampling  and  another  proved  to  be  a  totally  unfit  well.  In  this 
case  the  owner  was  discontinuing  this  supply  and  providing  an  alternative. 

Of  eleven  samples  obtained  from  other  properties  in  the  district  for  various 
reasons,  ten  passed  and  one  failed.  In  the  case  of  the  failure  it  was  found  that 
a  well,  on  private  property,  was  being  used  by  the  occupier  of  a  caravan 
although  mains  water  was  available.  After  correspondence  with  the  North 
Devon  Water  Board  and  the  owner,  the  well  was  closed  and  the  caravan 
vacated. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  submitted  two  bacterio¬ 
logical  reports  on  samples  analysed  by  them  from  farms  in  the  district  where 
Grant  Aid  had  been  applied  for.  The  advice  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
was  sought  on  their  suitability  for  domestic  purposes;  both  were  approved. 
In  another  case,  advice  was  given  on  an  unsatisfactory  supply  from  a  well  and, 
after  three  failures  at  various  times,  a  satisfactory  sample  was  obtained  after 
recommended  remedial  measures  had  been  taken.

Sewerage  (General) 

Early  in  the  year  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  reported  to  the  Council 
that  unauthorised  wastes  were  being  discharged  into  public  sewers.  It  was 
considered  by  the  Council  and  the  point  made  that  members  of  the  general 
public  might  be  unaware  that  trade  wastes  could  not  be  discharged  into  public 
sewers  without  approval.  In  order  to  give  the  public  guidance  on  the  matter 
a  notice  was  sent  to  all  Councillors  and  Parish  Councils  and  posted  on  Public 
Notice  Boards  giving  full  information  on  the  subject.  In  conjunction  with 
trunk  road  improvements  at  Whiddon  Down  arrangements  were  made  with 
the  County  Council  for  an  extension  of  the  sewer  to  include  certain  properties 
outside  the  original  scheme  which  were  affected  by  road  widening. 


Rodent  Control 

Major  infestations  of  rats  occurred  at  two  of  the  Council’s  refuse  tips  and 
it  was  only  by  constant  attention  and  varying  methods  of  treatment  that  they 
were  exterminated.  These  infestations  were  difficult  to  understand  in  view  of 
the  frequent  service  these  tips  receive.  During  the  spring  and  autumn  sewers 
were  treated  at  Hatherleigh,  North  Tawton,  Sampford  Courtenay  and  Chagford 
Of  the  one  hundred  and  twenty-nine  manholes  baited,  only  seventeen  takes 
were  recorded. 
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Refuse  Collection 

A  report  on  the  contract  for  refuse  collection  was  submitted  to  the  Council 
by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  extensions  were  authorised  to 
provide  a  further  twenty-five  properties  with  a  direct  refuse  collection  for  the 
first  time.  Most  of  the  district  now  receives  a  fortnightly  collection  and  the 
larger  centres  of  population  a  weekly  collection.  The  tender  submitted  by  the 
Contractor  for  the  year  1965  was  ^5,761.  Os.  Od.,  an  increase  of  ^711.  Os.  Od. 
over  the  present  year,  but  this  is  due  to  wage  increases  and  other  costs  beyond 
the  control  of  the  Contractor  or  Council.  The  policy  of  the  Council  in  cleaning 
and  collecting  refuse  from  laybys  on  trunk  and  other  classified  roads  has 
proved  to  be  very  successful,  and  whilst  roads  were  not  litter  free  by  any 
means,  the  improved  standard  of  general  cleanliness  and  appearance  was  very 
noticeable.

With  the  appointment  of  Mr.  L.  B.  Higgins  in  March  of  this  year  as 
Additional  Public  Health  Inspector,  an  all-out  effort  was  made  to  inspect  food 
preparing  places.  The  number  of  inspections  increased  to  two  hundred  and 
nineteen  (seventeen  last  year)  and  approximately  one  in  five  premises  were 
found  to  be  in  default  in  varying  degrees.  No  conditions  were  found  to 
warrant  special  mention  and  most  were  remedied  at  the  end  of  the  year  by 
informal  action. 

Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.),  Regulations,  1947-1952 

The  manufacture  of  ice  cream  on  a  small  scale  continued  at  a  premises  at 
Hatherleigh  with  the  trade  confined  to  the  summer  months.  Regular  attention 
was  given  to  the  conditions  of  manufacture  and  cleanliness  with  no  cause  for 
complaint. 

Ice  Cream 

Three  applications  for  registration  of  premises  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream 
were  made,  and  approved  by  the  Council. 

Unsound  Food 

Four  certificates  were  issued  during  the  year  involving  48-lb.  of  tinned 
foodstuffs.

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Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963 

Discussions  took  place  during  the  year  with  a  representative  of  Local 
Veterinary  Surgeons  regarding  the  possibility  of  them  undertaking  meat 
inspection  outside  normal  office  hours.  Detailed  arrangements  were  worked 
out  and  will  receive  the  consideration  of  a  sub-committee  early  in  1965.  The 
pattern  of  killing  was  maintained  at  the  Exbourne  slaughterhouse  during  the 
sheep-killing  season  with  animals  being  killed  during  the  night,  because  of  late 
delivery  from  markets,  and  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays  for  the  Monday  market 
at  Smithfield,  London.  Inspections  under  these  conditions  is  impossible  with 
the  present  Inspectorate,  and  unless  arrangements  can  be  satisfactorily 
concluded  with  the  Local  Veterinary  Surgeons  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  the 
Council  will  be  able  to  fulfil  their  statutory  obligations  when  a  hundred  per 
cent  meat  inspection  is  obligatory  on  1st  October,  1965.  With  present  day 
advances  in  refrigeration  methods  and  storage  of  meat  a  view  might  be  ad¬ 
vanced  that  control  of  the  hours  of  slaughter  would  enable  full  inspection  and 
still  provide  adequate  meat  supplies  as  and  when  needed. 

Public  Conveniences 

In  order  to  reduce  burst  pipes  at  conveniences  water  supplies  to  them  were 
cut  off  from  storage  tanks  in  roofs  and  operated  directly  off  mains.  Provision 
was  made  at  the  same  time  to  drain  off  water  systems.  Although  the  winter 
of  1964  was  not  a  mild  one  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  no  bursts  occurred. 

The  Offices,  Shops  &  Railway  Premises  Act 

This  Act  came  into  operation  during  the  year  and  the  necessary  inspections 
of  premises  were  made.  Despite  the  fact  that  applications  should  have  been 
made  by  1st  August,  1964,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  still  receives 
notifications  from  occupiers  of  premises  to  whom  the  Act  applies.
